It  shall  be  to  our  everlasting  credit  if  we,  the  students  and  graduates  of 
today,  set  forth  in  the  future  to  solve  these  problems  and  to  clear  away  the 
doubts. 

All  through  our  lifetime  thus  far,  we  have  seen  and  heard  of  little 
except  selfishness,  isolationism,  warfare,  and  economic  problems  develop- 
ing from  wars. 

With  this  in  mind,  we  of  the  younger  generation  will  strive  never  to 
allow  our  children  and  our  friends'  children  to  suffer  the  privations  of  an- 
other global  war. 

We  were  born  during  a financial  depression;  when  we  were  five  years 
of  age,  a potential  enemy  unsheathed  its  long  and  evenly  tempered  sword 
of  aggression  against  its  oriental  neighbor.  At  six,  we  saw  a great  central 
European  power  seize  another  country  by  force.  In  1939,  when  we  were 
eleven  or  twelve,  an  unprovoked  attack  on  a defenseless  nation  by  a pre- 
vious aggressor  rang  up  the  curtain  on  the  second  World  War  within  a 
generation. 

All  this  seemed  too  far  away  to  be  important  to  our  parents  who  were 
doing  our  thinking  for  us;  Europe  and  Asia  were  left  to  fight  their  own  battles. 
Finally  we  were  attacked  and  we  set  out  to  defeat  those  nations  that  had 
stabbed  us  in  the  back.  It  is  the  boys  of  our  generation,  our  older  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  we  ourselves  who  have  done,  are  doing,  and  will  do  the  bulk 
of  the  fighting. 

Realizing  the  part  that  we — the  youth  of  today  and  the  hope  of  to- 
morrow— will  play  in  making  this  a better  world,  we  see  it  fitting  to  devote 
this,  the  Anchor  of  the  class  of  June  1945.  to  thoughts  of  "Our  Future 
World."

A Team  Makes  History 


Throughout  the  state,  track  fans 
who  have  an  interest  in  high  school 
competition  have  joined  to  praise 
the  1945  edition  of  the  NNHS  har- 
riers. 

From  the  ease  .with  which  the 
Cold  and  Blue  thinclads  took  the 
state  indoor  track  title  at  Char- 
lottesville, it  was  evident  that  a fine 
team  was  coming  from  Newport 
High.  As  the  season  continued,  it 
became  unanimous  that  this  team 
was  the  best  ever  produced  in  the 
ten  or  more  years  that  NNHS  has 
dominated  Virginia  High  School 
track  competition. 

The  Typhooners  were  victorious 
in  all  their  class  A meets,  topping 
Maury  and  Granby  in  dual  contests 
and  taking  the  Tidewater  and  East- 
ern district  meets  with  ease,  almost 
doubling  the  number  of  points  tal- 
lied by  their  closest  competitors. 
And  for  the  first  time  in  school 
history,  the  locals  captured  the  "C" 
Club  meet  honors  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  facing  crack  squads  from  the 


entire  Eastern  seaboard.  Only  once 
did  the  Cold  and  Blue  Men  taste  de- 
feat— that  was  when  they  climbed 
out  of  their  class  and  tackled  the 
Plebes  at  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy 
at  Annapolis.  However,  the  Typhoon 
surprised  its  many  fans  even  in  this 
meet  by  copping  six  first  places  and 
several  thirds. 

Captain  Theodore  Theodorsen, 
star  miler  and  pole  vaulter,  entered 
the  Merchant  Marine  academy 
early  in  the  season,  and.  his  post 
was  ably  filled  by  Hastings  Hawk, 
weight  artist,  wbo  continued  his 
scoring  ways,  averaging  more  than 
12  points  per  meet.
